refrigerated  food  storage  facilities 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  of  refrigerated  storage  fa- 
cilities for  the  storage  of  perishable  foods. 
The  Chairman  of  the  War  Production 
Board  has  been  informed  of  the  action 
to  be  taken  hereunder  and  has  assented 
thereto.  The  following  order  is  deemed 
necessary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest  and  to"  promote  the  National  de- 
fense. 

§  1470.1  Restrictions  on  use  of  refrig- 
erated storage  facilities — (a)  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  order,  unless  otherwise 
distinctly  expressed  or  manifestly  incom- 
patible with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  association,  busi- 
ness trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not,  and  includes  the  United  States,  or 
any  agency  thereof,  any  State  or  political 
subdivision  or  agency  thereof,  and  any 
other  Government  or  agency  thereof. 

(2)  The  term  "refrigerated  storage  fa- 
cility" means  any  artificially  cooled  stor- 
age space  of  more  than  10,000  cubic  feet 
capacity  (not  operated  as  a  part  of  an 
established  wholesale  or  retail  food  busi- 
ness, hotel,  or  other  establishment  where 
persons  are  housed  or  fed,  and  not  in- 
cluding that  portion  of  the  refrigerated 
storage  facility  occupied  by  individual 
lockers  having  a  capacity  of  less  than 
twenty-five  cubic  feet) . 

(3)  The  term  "semi-perishable  food" 
means  any  food  designated  by  the  Direc- 
tor as  not  requiring  refrigerated  storage. 

(4)  The  term  "storage  month"  means 
the  period  during  which  the  monthly  rate 
charged  for  the  storage  of  any  commod- 
ity is  applicable. 

(5)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration . 

(b)  Restrictions.  No  person  operat- 
ing a  refrigerated  storage  facility  shall, 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  order,  un- 
less specifically  authorized  by  the  Direc- 
tor: (1)  Receive  for  storage  in  such 
facility  semi-perishable  foods. 

(2)  Retain  in  storage  in  such  facility 
semi-perishable  foods  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  current  storage  month  appli- 
cable to  each  item  or  lot  of  commodities 


in  storage:  Provided,  That  a  minimum 
period  of  six  days,  excluding  Sunday, 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  order 
shall  be  allowed  in  which  to  remove  all 
such  commodities  from  such  facilities. 

(3)  Hold,  for  a  period  in  excess  of 
seventy-two  hburs  from  the  time  of  res- 
ervation is  made,  storage  space  reserved 
by  any  person  in  such  facility,  unless  the 
person  operating  such  refrigerated  stor- 
age facility  is  furnished  with  car  num- 
bers or  copies  of  the  bills  of  lading  cover- 
ing commodities  which  have  been 
shipped  to  such  facility  by  common  car- 
rier or,  when  means  of  transportation 
other  than  common  carriers  are  used, 
other  adequate  evidence  that  the  com- 
modities to  be  stored  have  been  shipped 
or  are  otherwise  en  route  to  such  facility: 
Provided,  That  this  paragraph  (b)  (3) 
shall  not  apply  to  the  reservation  of  stor- 
age space  for  any  food  in  its  natural  or 
unprocessed  state  which  has  not  been 
previously  wrapped,  packed  or  prepared 
for  market,  or  to  fruits  and  vegetables 
packed  in  the  field  and  moving  to  the 
first  refrigerated  storage  facility. 

(c)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter  en- 
tered into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or  pay- 
ments made  thereunder. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  of,  or  com- 
modities held  in  storage  by,  any  person, 
and  to  make  such  investigations,  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  the  enforcement  or  admin- 
istration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  The  Director 
shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  informa- 
tion from,  and  require  such  reports  and 
the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any  per- 
son, as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate, 
in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(f)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tor, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the 
administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 


ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  set- 
ting forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  which 
action  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  any 
material  or  facilities  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  us- 
ing materials  or  facilities  subject  to  the 
priority  or  allocation  control  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  In  addition,  any 
person  who  wilfully  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and 
all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  Ref.  FD-70. 

(j)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

This'  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a.  m.,  e.w.t.  Aug.  3, 
1943.

Press  Release  Immediate, 
Saturday,  July  31,  1943. 

To  assure  adequate  cold  storage  space 
for  foods  that  will  spoil  unless  kept  at 
low  temperatures,  the  War  Pood  Admin- 
istration today  announced  a  list  of  foods 
which  can  no  longer  be  stored  in  refrig- 
erated warehouses. 

Beer,  wine,  liquor;  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables  (except  citrus  concentrates) ; 
sterile  canned  meat;  dried  whole  milk 
in  certain  types  of  containers;  canned 
condensed  milk  and  dried  skim  and  evap- 
orated milk;  canned  processed  cheese, 
and  flour  and  cereal  products  must  be 
moved  out  of  refrigerated  space  after  the 
expiration  of  the  current  storage  month 
applicable  to  each  item  or  lot  of  commod- 
ities in  storage.  Cold  storage  operators 
are  prohibited  from  accepting  these 
products  for  storage  after  August  2. 
Ample  dry  warehousing  space  is  available 
to  take  care  of  these  commodities. 


The  WFA  also  has  restricted  advance 
space  reservations  in  an  effort  to  prevent 
cold  storage  facilities  from  lying  idle  be- 
cause of  future  commitments. 

War  Food  Administration  officials 
stated  that  the  action  represents  a  joint 
effort  of  Government  and  the  industry 
to  do  everything  possible  to  see  that  no 
foods  which  have  been  produced  will 
spoil  through  improper  care.  Represent- 
atives of  the  cold  storage  industry  and 
the  various  agencies  of  Government 
which  have  any  interest  in  storage  space 
have  concurred  in  the  necessity  for  tak- 
ing this  action. 

Cold  storage  space,  normally  tight  in 
the  period  from  mid-July  through  mid- 
September,  is  even  more  short  this  year 
because  of  (1)  the  increased  production 
and  storage  of  eggs,  (2)  the  storage  of  a 
considerable  quantity  of  the  early  crop  of 
Irish  potatoes  in  order  to  minimize  the 


loss  of  this  crop,  (3)  the  increase  in  the 
slaughter  of  livestock  and  the  effort  to 
build  up  reasonable  stocks  of  meat  sup- 
plies, (4)  the  forthcoming  apple  harvest, 
and  (5)  the  large  stocks  of  butter  which 
the  Government  is  accumulating  now  to 
provide  for  winter  war  needs. 

Advance  reservations  for  space,  WFA 
officials  pointed,  out,  have  helped  to 
create  an  artificial  shortage  on  top  of 
the  tight  storage  situation  resulting  from 
the  larger  production  and  into-stor- 
age  movement  of  many  perishable  foods. 

Today's  action — contained  in  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  70  and  Director 
Food  Distribution  Order  70.1,  effective 
August  3 — applies  to  all  public  cold  stor 
age  warehouses,  cold  storage  houses  oper 
ated  by  meat  packing  plants,  and  cold 
storage  houses  usually  known  as  apple 
houses,  but  not  to  refrigerated  storage 
space  in  wholesale  and  retail  stores.

With 
respect  to  violations,  rights  accrued,  or 
liabilities  incurred  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  amendment,  Food  Distribu- 
tion Order  No.  70  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of 
sustaining  any  proper  suit,  action,  or 
other  proceeding  with  respect  to  any 
such  violation,  right,  or  liability.

(3)  Hold,  for  a  period  in  excess  of 
seventy-two  hours  from  the  time  the 
reservation  is  made,  storage  space  re- 
served by  any  person  in  such  facility, 
unless  the  person  operating  such  re- 
frigerated storage  facility  is  furnished 
with  car  numbers  or  copies  of  the  bills 
of  lading  covering  commodities  which 
have  been  shipped  to  such  facility  by 
common  carrier,  or  when  means  of 
transportation  other  than  common  car- 
rier are  used,  other  adequate  evidence 
that  the  commodities  to  be  stored  have 
been  shipped  or  are  otherwise  en  route 
to  such  facility:  Provided,  That  space 
may  be  held  for  the  account  of  the  War 
Department,  the  Navy  Department  and 
the  Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
seven  days  from  the  date  the  reservation 
is  made:  Provided,  further,  That  this 
paragraph  (b)  (3)  shall  not  apply  to  the 
reservation  of  storage  space  for  any  food 
in  its  natural  or  unprocessed  state  which 
has  not  been  previously  wrapped,  packed 
or  prepared  for  market,  or  to  fruits  and 
vegetables  packed  in  the  field  and  mov- 
ing to  the  first  refrigerated  storage  fa- 
cility. 

(c)  Restrictions  as  to  length  of  stor- 
age. No  person  shall,  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  order,  unless  specifically  au- 
thorized by  the  Director:  (1)  Store  or 
cause  to  be  stored  in  a  refrigerated  stor- 
age facility  any  commodity  or  merchan- 
dise for  a  period  or  periods  in  excess 
of  a  total  of  ten  months:  Provided,  That 
a  minimum  of  thirty  days,  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  order,  shall  be  al- 
lowed in  which  to  remove  all  such  com- 
modities or  merchandise  affected  by  this 
paragraph  (c). 

(2)  Store  or  accept  for  storage  in  a 
refrigerated  storage  facility  any  com- 
modity or  merchandise  unless  there  is 
submitted  therewith  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  owner  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentative showing  the  total  time  during 
which  such  commodities  or  merchan- 
dise have  been  previously  stored  in  a  re- 
frigerated storage  facility  or  facilities. 
Such  certificate  shall  be  retained  by  each 
person  operating  a  refrigerated  storage 
facility  for  a  period  of  one  year  follow- 
ing the  release  of  the  commodities  or 
merchandise  listed  thereon. 

(d)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  here- 


after entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued, 
or  payments  made  thereunder. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  of,  or  com- 
modities held  in  storage  by,  any  person, 
and  to  make  such  investigations,  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(fX  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  infor-

RESTRICTIONS  OK  USE  OF  REFRIGERATED  SPACE 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  70,  Amendment  2,  and 
Director  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  70-1,  Amendment  2. 

Questions  and  Answers 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  70  and  Director  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  70-1  (l) 
provided  the  means  by  which  a  specified  list  of  commodities  might  be  removed  from 
cold  storage  in  order  to  make  room  for  other  commodities  for  which  space  was  more 
urgently  needed,  and  (2)  restricted  advance  space  reservations  in  order  to  prevent 
cold  storage  facilities  from  lying  idle  because  of  future  commitments. 

Amendment  1  to  each  of  these  two  companion  orders  was  issued  in  order  to  clarify 
their  meaning. 

The  second  amendments  to  these  orders,  effective  March  22,  provides  that  no  person, 
unless  specifically  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution  of

To  assure  adequate  cold  storage  space 
for  foods  that  will  spoil  unless  kept  at  low 
temperatures,  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion today  announced  a  list  of  foods 
which  can  no  longer  be  stored  in  re- 
frigerated warehouses. 

Beer,  wine,  liquor;  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables  (except  citrus  concentrates) ; 
sterile  canned  meat;  dried  whole  milk  in 
certain  types  of  containers;  canned  con- 
densed milk  and  dried  skim  and  evapo- 
rated milk ;  canned  processed  cheese,  and 
flour  and  cereal  products  must  be  moved 
out  of  refrigerated  space  after  the  expi- 
ration of  the  current  storage  month  ap- 
plicable to  each  item  or  lot  of  commodi- 
ties in  storage.  Cold  storage  operators 
are  prohibited  from  accepting  these 
products  for  storage  after  August  2. 
Ample  dry  warehousing  space  is  available 
to  take  care  of  these  commodities. 


The  WFA  also  has  restricted  advance 
space  reservations  in  an  effort  to  prevent 
cold  storage  facilities  from  lying  idle  be- 
cause of  future  commitments. 

War  Pood  Administration  officials 
stated  that  the  action  represents  a  joint 
effort  of  Government  and  the  industry  to 
do  everything  possible  to  see  that  no 
foods  which  have  been  produced  will 
spoil  through  improper  care.  Represent- 
atives of  the  cold  storage  industry  and 
the  various  agencies  of  Government 
which  have  any  interest  in  storage  space 
have  concurred  in  the  necessity  for  tak- 
ing this  action. 

Cold  storage  space,  normally  tight  in 
the  period  from  mid-July  through  mid- 
September,  is  even  more  short  this  year 
because  of  (1)  the  increased  production 
and  storage  of  eggs,  (2)  the  storage  of  a 
considerable  quantity  of  the  early  crop 
of  Irish  potatoes  in  order  to  minimize 


the  loss  of  this  crop,  (3)  the  increase 
in  the  slaughter  of  livestock  and  the  ef- 
fort to  build  up  reasonable  stocks  of 
meat  supplies,  (4)  the  forthcoming  apple 
harvest,  and  (5)  the  large  stocks  of  but- 
ter which  the  Government  is  accumulat- 
ing now  to  provide  for  winter  war  needs. 

Advance  reservations  for  space,  WFA 
officials  pointed  out,  have  helped  to 
create  an  artificial  shortage  on  top  of 
the  tight  storage  situation  resulting  from 
the  larger  production  and  into-storage 
movement  of  many  perishable  foods. 

Today's  action — contained  in  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  70  and  Director 
Pood  Distribution  Order  70.1,  effective 
August  3 — applies  to  all  public  cold  stor- 
age warehouses,  cold  storage  houses  op- 
erated by  meat  packing  plants,  and  cold 
storage  houses  usually  known  as  apple 
houses,  but  not  to  refrigerated  storage 
space  in  wholesale  and  retail  stores.

Upon  receipt 
of  any  commodity  for  storage,  the  ware- 
houseman is  required  to  demand  a  cer- 
tificate stating  how  long  the  commodity 
has  been  stored  previously. 

In  addition,  the  list  which  was  desig- 
nated in  Food  Distribution  Order  70.1  as 
"restricted  commodities"  is  now  ex- 
tended to  include  (1)  nuts  in  the  shell 
(including  peanuts) ,  and  (2)  canned  flsh 
and  canned  shell  flsh  in  hermetically 
sealed  containers  (except  frozen  crab- 


meat  and  shrimp) ,  and  (3)  Carter  spread.. 
Restricted   commodities   may   not  be 
placed  in  refrigerated  storage. 

The  period  for  which  space  may  be 
reserved  under  Food  Distribution  Order 
70  Is  extended  for  commodities  owned  by 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  Office  of  Distribu- 
tion of  the  War  Food  Administration 
from  72  hours  to  168  hours,, , 

The  action  is  one  of  the  steps  taken  by 
the  War  Food  Administration  to  move 
some  of  the  perishable  commodities  out 
of  public  refrigerated  storage  into  con- 
sumer channels  and  so  make  room  for 
current  production  of  commodities  which 
have  a  utrohger  cialm  vu  reirue^Uw 
space.
